And, what is more to thhe point so 
far as stockholders are concerned, 
earnings are showing proportionate 
increases. The first quarter net 
profit amounted to $4,567,783, equal 
to $2.86 a share, compared with

Earnings by Hudson in 1928 
amounted to $13,457,364, equai to 
$843 a share. This was a decline 
of about $1,000,000 under 1927, de- 


spite higher production in 1928. But 
this decline did not reflect the true 
condition of the company at the 
end of 1928, having been due largely
